the holy of holieſt, where was the Atke of the Teſtament, 
andthe two Cherabins: into thatpart that was called Saz- 
AFwn,the prieſts onelyentred to offer incenſe, and none 0- 
ther ; into the SaniZwm /anitorws the high Prieſt entred 
onely, and that but once a yeare. 

Sometimes the Temple is taken more largely, and ſig. 
nifieth acertaine quadrangle compaſſed in with a wall, be- 
fore the Temple; andit was called THrinm Sacerdetam, 
the Prieſts Court, where there was an altar for burnt offe- 
rings; andinto this not onely the Prieſts didenter,but the 
Levites alſo, who did helpe them to flea and waſh the ſa- 
crifices: now at the gate of this Court the common-peo- 
ple ſtood, and offered their ſacrifices to the Prieſts, In- 
ro none of theſe places came our Sauiour ; not into the
